Congress Passes Bill Fixing Acreage for Next 
Year at 55,000,000—Loan Require- 
ments Announced. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 14—A bill 
to regulate next year’s wheat 
acreage was sent today to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who has been 
studying methods of disposing of 
part of the large 1938 crop. 

Both the Senate and’ House ap- 
proved legislation yesterday fixing 
the 1939 acreage under the crop 
control law at not less than 68, 
000,000 acres, compared with about 
79,000,000 acres this year. 

Congressional farm leaders told 
their colleagues that unless the 
amount were fixed by law a com- 
plicated formula would compel the 
Agricultural Department to fix the 
1939 acreage at about 44,000,000 
acres, much less than normal. 

Lamneck (Dem.), Ohio, told the 
House: “This proves our farm pro- 
gram hasn't worked in practice. I 
still think the agricultural program 
is a cock-eyed proposition.” 

Possible Crop Surplus. 

The Agriculture Department fore- 
cast Friday that the current wheat 
crop would be 1,020,623,000 bushels 
—the largest on record. The clos- 
est approach was in 1915 when 
farmers harvested 1,008, 637,000 
bushels.

Wheat eligible for the loans must 
be produced in 1938, the title must 
be in an eligible producer, and the 
wheat must be placed in storage 
in a federally licensed or approved 
warehouse or in eligible storage on 
farms in certain areas where far m- 
stored wheat can be kept in proper 
condition.

BRITAIN STILL NOT READY

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A SETBACK FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

The trial of Frank Alto, charged with operating a 
slot machine in his tavern on South Jefferson ave- 
nue, was postponed last week because the number of 
veniremen found willing to vote a conviction was 
too small to make up a jury. Of the 113 prospective 
jurors questioned, only 10 qualified. The remainder 
expressed an unwillingness to convict because they 
considered the minimum penalty of six months in 
prison too severe. 

This is a regrettable setback in the moderate prog- 
ress made here in recent months in enforcing the 
State liquor laws. Obviously, if public drinking 
places are to be permitted, they must be protected 
against abuses. They cannot be allowed to become 
gaming houses or places of offensive loitering and 
carousal. 

The particular reason for which the prospective 

jurors were unwilling to convict, however, deserves 
attention. Cases in which inordinately severe pen- 
alties have proved self-defeating are fairly numer- 
ous in the history of criminal] law. From the prac- 
tical point of view, it would seem that any, penalty. 
is too heavy ‘when the portion of the public which 
considers it so is large enough to make it impossible 
to obtain juries which ‘will convict. 
The maximum penalty for allowing gambling in a 
tavern is five years in prison. Lowering the mini- 
mum would simply allow greater latitude for clem- 
ency. It would not necessarily lighten the average 
sentence. In view of the situation that has arisen, 
the Legislature should, at its next session, explore 
the wisdom of lowering the minimum sentence.

Military operations and bombing raids are taking 
a terrific toll among the Chinese people, but the 
Japanese invaders.are using more subtle means as 
well to achieve their conquest. This is by encourag- 
ing the spread of opium addiction, against which 
Chiang, Kai-shek’s Government had made consider- 


able progress before the war began. The issue came’ 


into the open yesterday, when a Chinese spokesman 
charged before the League of Nations Opium Com- 
mittee that Japan had turned Manchoukuo into “a 
vast arsenal of narcotics,” from which opium was 
distributed over China. ) 

The charge is verified. by evidence given in a 
new book, “Japan in China,” by T. A. Bisson. This 
authoritative and non-sensational investigator for the 
Foreign Policy Association goes 30 far as to charge: 
“It is not extreme to say that the facts point to- 
ward a deliberate effort to stupefy the mental ‘proc- 
esses of the Chinese living in Manchuria.” 

Chiang’s goal was for abolition of opium cultt- 
vation and suppression of the traffic by 1940. The 
campaign included reduction of poppy growing, treat- 
ment of addicts, education of the people. In Man- 
churia, under Japanese rule, the program has be- 
come a farce. The puppet regime has tightened its 
hold on the people and increased its revenues by 
encouraging narcotic addiction. Worse still, ped-

We already have some socialized medical 
care, which nobody is disposed 
to discard. Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of 
the Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation and spearhead of the forces op- 
posed to extension of socialized medicine, 
thus described what we now Have: 

“Of the 2,000,000 beds available in our hos- 
pitals, almost 1,000,000 are in Government- 
controlled institutions. In almost every Fed- 
eral department, certain health functions are 
incorporated. 

“It is estimated that our Government ex- 
pends today between $150,000,000 and 3200, 
000,000 annually on health functions alone, 


Moreover, the individual states have en- 


tered into the field of medical care to such 
an extent that in some of them, for en- 
ample New York and Massachusetts, from 
25 to 35 per cent of all medical care is 
administered as state functions.”

If we include all local, state and na- 
tional tax funds spent for medical care, 
the total reaches 3500, 000,000 a year, ac- 
cording to Dr. Michael M. Davis; chair- 
man of the Committee on Research in Med- 
ical Economics, This, he estimates, is 
about one-sixth of the total of all annual 

ures for medical care. 

Thus five-sixths of medical bills must 
come from the pockets of patients. 


This is as it should be, insists Dr. Fish- 


bein. This should be subject to major 
change, urges Dr. Davis. This needs modt- 
fication only as regards special groups, de- 
clares Dr. Charles Gordon Heyd, former 
president (1936-37) of the American Medical 


| Association. 


We face an immediate problem, we need 
a national plan and here is one, announces 
the Committee of 430 Physicians,‘ a forth- 
right and vigorous group within the Amer- 
ican Medical Association which numbers 
“big names” in medicine 
among its membership. The roster, inci- 
dentally, now contains 711 names. 

The following resume of our medical 
problem is provided by the Julius Rosen- 
wald Fund, not as argument, but as a 
factual] basis: 

“There are about 100,000,000 cases of sick 
ness among the people of the United States 
every year. Some cases are serious; some 
are trivial. a 

“Altogether, they cause not only suffering, 
but also a billion-dollar loss of wages, and 


require about three and a half billion dollars 
for the costs of care. 3

To this statement, officers of the fund 
append the following argument in favor of 
medical reform: 

“Physicians today are given thorough and 
expensive training in medical schools. The 
tradition and the ethics of the medical pro- 
fession place service to the sick above fi- 
nancial return. Physicians are generally 
ready and anxious to serve patients who 
need medical care. 

“Yet the average physician spends one- 
third of his time idle, waiting for patients.. 

“On the other hand, many people go 
through serious illness without any pro- 
fessional care. Before the depression, studies 
covering 24,000 persons of moderate or 
small incomes showed that 25 to 35 per 
cent of these people had gone through a 
disabling illness—not a minor one—with- 
out any care from a physician.” 

In 1927, at the instance of social work- 
ers and medical men, a distinguished Com- 
mittee on the Costs of Medical Care was 
formed, supported by grants from eight 
large foundations. Ray Lyman Wilbur, 


later to become Secretary of the Interior 


in the Hoover Cabinet, -was chairman. 


This committee brought forth a large 
body of factual data—and a number of con- 
flicting reports. The majority report ad- 
vocated a fuller planning and organiza- 
tion of medical practice and an extensive 
use of the principle of insurance against 
sickness. The minority reports differed in 
degree rather than in principle. 5

CHARLES B. MUNDAY DIES; 
ONCE WAS CHICAGO BANKER 


Associate of Ex-Senator Lorimer 
Served Part of Prison Term 
After Depository Failed.

CHICAGO, June 14.—Charles B. 
Munday, once an associate in the 
banking business with William Lor- 
imer, former United States Senator, 
died Jesterday after a short illness, 
He was 76 years old. Funeral serv-

Munday came here from Litch- 
field, III., where he operated a 
flour mill, and in 1908 played an 
active part in the election of Lori- 
mer to the Senate. 

Lorimer and Munday organized 
the La Salle Trust & Savings Bank, 
which failed in 1912, with deposi- 
tors’ losses aggregating about 32, 
000,000. Convicted of accepting 
deposits after the bank was in- 
solvent, Munday was sentenced to 
three years in Joliet prison. He 
won a new trial, again was convict- 
ed and served 11 months of his 
three-year sentence before being

How hairs are swallowed seems to be mysterious but, as a matter 
of fact, we all swallow a few hairs regularly. Women patients are in 
the majority in these cases, probably because they hold their hair in 
the mouth while combing it. Of course this does not apply to the mod- 
ern bobbed-hair species. 

Foreign bodies in the stomach may be made up not only of hair 
but of indigestible substances of all kinds—string, gress, tobacco, and 
shellac. The latter is frequent in paintérs who use shallac as an in- 
toxicant. 

The symptoms of a foreign body in the stomach are very indefinite, 
usually vague digestive discomfort such as belching and a feeling of ® 
mass in the stomach. Since the X-ray is so much a part of modern 
diagnostic equipment, the diagnosis can be made with great ease, and 
recoveries nowadays are frequent with a combination of good X-ray 
technique and modern surgery. 

Incidentally in one animal, the owl, hair balls are physiological. 
The owl regurgitates skin and bones of the animals which it destroys, 
such as mice.

For those who could not wander 
the bird haunts of the world, as he 
did, he created a new practice in 
museum exhibition, the habitat 
group which displays birds and ani- 
mals in their natural environment 
and which has been adopted by mu- 
seums the world over. 

But as he watched the herring 
gulls circling over the reservoir in 
Central Park, Dr. Chapman pre- 
ferred to put these accomplish- 
ments aside for the moment and 
talk of his air castle, what he 
does there and of the creatures 
which are his associates. His 
words reflected a conception of 
ornithology which went beyond the 
accumulation of scientific facts, 
They revealed a deep appreciation 
of birds as things of grace and 
loveliness, as “nature’s most elo- 
quent expression.” As he talked 
his voice vibrated with the enthusi- 
asm of a small boy who has found 
his first cpow’s nest. 

When the Chagres River was 
dammed during the building of the 
Panama Canal it raised the level 
of Gatun Lake more than 80 feet. 
At its height it left a large hilltop 
projecting above the water, inci- 
dentally forming an isolated para- 
dise for birds. That summit, clothed 
with jungle, became Barro Colorado 
Island, Since 1924 it has been 
guarded as a wild life sanctuary 
where scientists may go to study 
the abundant animal life of the 
rain forest. , 

The Canal Zone is the only bit of 
continental tropics under the Amer- 
ican flag. Green with jungle as 
luxuriant as any to be found in the 
world, it is unlike any other part of 
the nation. Along the shores of 
Gatun Lake rise smoke columns 
where land is being cleared for 
banana plantations. Dr. Chapman 
called them “funeral pyres of the 
jungle“ and said, that Barro Colo- 
rado Island was to remain un- 
touched except for a small clearing 
to accommodate its human visit- 


ors. 

At the back of this clearing and 
on a hillside overlooking the lake 
stands Dr..Chapman’s air castle, an 
unadorned wooden structure with 
the jungle pressing close on three 
sides. It has become his custom to 
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Omithologist Frank M. Chapman, 74, T 
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sit on the porch or out in the clear- 
ing in an old rhookie chair, a com- 
fortable thing which he brought 
from India and takes with him on 
all his travels. Before him he keeps 
his notebook and a powerful pair 
of binoculars which bring bim the 
life of the treetops. 

Sitting there he watches the 
actions of the grotesque toucans 
high in the trees, the mannikins in 
the of their courtship dance, 
or ‘listens to the sad call of the 
tinamou from the jungle floor. At 
late evening he watches the strug- 
gling flight of short winged par- 
rots as they cross the clearing on 
their way to their roosting places 
in dead trees on the far side of the 
island,

T times he travels the forest 

trails of the island, observing 

the bird life of the many la- 
goons which dent the rugged coast- 
line, or perches for hours on some 
boulder in a jungle creekbed while 
birds bathe in the pools below. Oc- 
casionally he pauses to watch a 
group of chattering marmosets or 
to listen to the roars of a band of 
howling monkeys, 


To Dr. Chapman all this means 
that he has found what he consid- 
ers the ideal habitat for an orni- 
thologist. It offers unequalled op- 
portunities for field study minus 
the discomforts usually associated 
with jungle work. Here the mind is 
seldom distracted from the subject 
under observation. 


The only inroads made upon na- 
ture at Barro Colorado are those 
which will facilitate the work of 


scientists. In the clearing contain- | 


ing the air castle stands a labora- 
tory which is the headquarters of 
the Institute for Research in Trop- 
ical America.

sparrow hawk we saw flying in Cen- 
tral Park, Dr. Chapman launched 
into an account of some of his ani- 
mal associates at his winter resi- 
dence; a wren he has watched and 
heard sing for four years; a coati 
mundi he studied; the status of the 
howling monkeys. 

The howlers are among the more 
spectacular animals native to the 
island. They are large, rather heav- 
ily built and are equipped with a 
bony chamber in the throat which 
acts as a resonator and enables 
them to roar in such volume that a 
clan in voice may be heard over 
great distances. They roar at air- 
planes passing over the island and 
shout their defiance 
storms, 

* * + 


R. CHAPMAN reported that the 

clan of howlers which made the 

jungle in the vicinity of his air 
castle its home had grown from 13 
when he first observed them to 40 
members. According to a recent 
census the present howler popula- 
tion of the island is 525. 


From anecdotes of the animals 
which share the air in. which his 
castle floats he went on to tell of 
the importance of Barro Colorado 
‘as a place of scientific observation. 
The list of works by scientists who 
have studied there includes 317 
titles, he said, and more men are 
going there each year to make ob- 
servations and record their find- 
ings. 

One of the hopes he has for the 
future of the island is that it may 
become a place visited by more and 
more school teachers. He feels that 
visits there will help them to get 
away from the dead, uninspired 
stuff often relayed from textbooks. 
There are endless opportunities for 
further scientific studies, and Dr. 
Chapman feels that every one who 
passes time there may be touched 
by some of the magic the island has 
cast upon him. 

When he finally turned from his 
contemplation of the controlled for- 
est of Central Park, it was evident 
that the finding of his air castle 
meant simply that his enthusiasm 
for ornithology was as keen and 
perhaps stronger than it had been 
when he first took over a desk at 
the American Museum of Natural 
History on March 1, 1888. 

He was asked to explain his pres- 
ent attitude toward the work he 
has followed for so many years. In 
answer he quoted from the fore- 
word he had just finished writing 
for his new book: 

“Time, developing Thoreau’s con- 
cept, has placed a foundation be- 
neath my tropical air castle. There 
are new towers to broaden my out- 
look and fresh experiences to deep- 
en my insight, while memory of the 
past joins faith in the future to 
make a perfect present.”

‘CIGAR store Indian stands 
woodenly staring at the wall of 
well-lighted room on the sec- 
ond floor of the west wing of the 
Jefferson Memorial, indifferent to 
the fact that he is having his por- 
trait painted. For several years he 
has been a museum piece in pos- 
session of the Missouri Historical 
Society, but before that for many 
years he watched the passersby, 
and history in progress, from the 
ce of a St. Louis tobacco 
shop. Now he himself is making 
history—art history, for his exact 
lineaments are being recorded as a 
part of the St. Louis project for the 
Index of American Design. 


He is not, of course, the only 
model, even the only cigar store 
figure, for the index records. Art- 
ists under the Federal Art Project 
of the W P A have been engaged 
for more than three months in re- 
producing with water colors, de- 
signs of furniture, cigar store fig- 
ures, textiles, beadwork, glassware, 
and other antiques that illustrate 
the trend in design among early 
Missouri craftsmen. Some of the 
work has been carried out in. the 
Jefferson Memorial studio, former 
branch and present headquarters of 
the local project; some was done in 
a room at the Roe School, until last 
week the headquarters, and some 
of the work has been done partly 
at the location of the models and 
partly at the studios. In all, 32 
color plates have been eompleted 
and are ready for inclusion in the 
national index, while numerous oth- 
ers are under way or have been 
approved in prospectus form by 
the national headquarters in Wash- 
ington for further work. 


Seven artists are employed on 
the project under the supervision 
of James D. McKenzie, acting di- 
rector since the resignation June 
1 of James B. Turnbull, who was 
appointed director when the proj- 
ect started. Turnbull resigned to 
devote his time to a commission 
for painting a mural. The artists 
make the reproductions; it is the 
work of the director, besides super- 
vising, to locate objects with orig- 
inal designs, check their history 
and authenticity, and arrange for 
photographs and reproduction.

Articles to be copied are bor- 
rowed and painted in the project’s 
studios when possible. With a 
number of antiques owned by the 
Missouri Historical. Society and by 
private collectors this is being done, 
but occasionally less direct meth- 
ods are used. In one instance it 
was a tobacco shop Indian, which 
was firmly rooted in front of the 
place of business. It would have 
been a bit difficult:for the artist 
to sit in the street day after day, 
so a photograph was made from 
the angle wanted. Then the ar- 
tist made a black and white sketch 
from the photograph, took the 
sketch to location, and made notes 
on the coloring even to the finest 
graduations. He then. colored in 
the sketch, returned to the Indian, 
checked and corrected his coloring,

“The Indian being copied now, 
from the society, was, so far as we 
can ascertain, modeled after one 
who was a visitor to St. Louis dur- 
ing the fur trading days. It was 
carved from wood with a pocket 
knife. Although only recently an 
inhabitant of St. Louis, a wooden 
figure of Queen Victoria is consid- 
ered by Holger Cahill, director of 
the Federal Art Project, as one of 
the most unique located here. It 
was made about 1850, and was bad- 
ly marred in the Chicago fire of 
1876, but it still retains its unusual 
features of design. It is now in an 
antique shop on Olive street.” 

Another article of great interest 
that has been copied is a doe skin 
coat, owned by the historical soci- 
ety, and dating to the early days of 


Two articles of early bead work, 
about 100 years old, a bag and a 
pair of suspenders, also show early 
design trends. : 

Copying the head work is a slow, 
painstaking task. Technique is 
somewhat different in reproducing 
it, for instead of working on the 
entire painting at one time, the pen- 
cil sketch is made and then the 
coloring built up, as it were, a 
bead at a time, and each bead fin- 
ished before another is started. 

“No, I do not count the beads,” 
Miss Dolores Haupt, who has been 
assigned that phase of the project, 
admitted. “That would slow up the 


work even more. As it is, the best 


I can hope for is to finish about

find it very interesting.” 

“We have a feeling in doing this 
work that we are making a con- 
tribution to art and history by re- 
cording early designs,” commented 
Frank Gutting, a former commer- 
cial artist now with the project. 
“A lot of these things would ulti- 
mately be lost otherwise. Also, 
this work helps us to keep our 
hand in on our profession, for it 
is surprising how the exact color 
work and intricate detail helps 
technique. A perfect painting of 
glassware, for instance, with its 
translucence and light refraction, 
means a lot of study of color. [If 
prosperity ever comes back and we 
are able to get back into our reg- 
ular work we will be far from 
rusty.” 

* * * 
NE of the difficult pieces was a 
china plate which was once part 
of the bridal suite service on 
the Mississippi River.steamer, M. 5, 
Mepham, and dates back to 1864. 
It is decorated with a color sketch 
of the steamer, and the difficulty 


arose over getting the sheen of the 


plate. McKenzie hopes to find 
many more designs in-relics of the 
great steamboat days, and believes 
there is much in St. Louis which 
has not yet come to light.
